A TRIP WITH THE NEW CHINESE 
_ AMBASSADOR. 

One of our correspondents writes to us. 
as follows :— Tia le ey 

“Now-that the Yunnan difficulty “seems 
on @ fair -way.to-a-peacoable settlement, it 
may -be remembered that one of the-stipula~ 
tions insisted. upon by. his “Extellenoy Sir 
Thomag. Wade was that'an. ambassadon 
shouldbe sent.to England ° to represent 
China: at. the Court of ‘St, Jamo’s, The 
mandarin ‘upon whom the. Imperial -choice 
has fallen is ‘Kwoh Sung Tao,’ Neaetai or 
‘High Criminal Judge of the province of 
Fobkion, - Kwoh; ‘ta jen’ (great man), who 
is-a native of Honan,.is a rather fine-looking 
old man, with thin grey moustachs,-ond all 
the well-known characteristio: features of a 
Chinaman, He is a mandarin of'the first 
rank, and formerly held the important: office 
of Foo-tai of the province of Kwang-tung. 

«It will afford -some slight indght into 
the comforts of travelling in China to give 
a sketoh of a journey in high Tacompanied 
his Exoellency from -Foochow to Pekin. 
On receipt of the edict’ appointing him ‘ Chin 
Chi,’ or [mperial Commissioner, his Excel- 
lenoy had. to ‘repair to. Pekin, « gunboat 
being placed at his dig) 
His Excellency left Foochow at noon on 
October 1, embarking in the launch from the 
Torpedo College amid the usual din of gongs, 
guns, and erackers, Arriving at.the an- 
chorage in about two hours, he was received 
r with all honours and a salute of three guns 
onboard H.I.C.M.’s gunboat Chi Ngan. The 
Chi Ngan is one of the gunboats built under 
foreign supervision at the Foochow Arsenal, 
and is very similar to the English gunboats 
serving .on the China coast, except that she 
is somewhat larger, © She is. armed with six 
40-pounder Vayasseur breech-loading guns 
and one six inch muzzle-loading gun; her 
officers and crew, all told, number some. 130 
men, all Chinese. That evening was spent 
by. his “Excellency. receiving farewell visits 
from the mandarins of the neighbouring 
arsenal; but by 9 a.x, on the following 
morning we were on our way for Shanghai. 
Although we_yere in smooth water going 
down the Min;where the beautiful scenery 
distracted our attention from all other objects, 
it was very different once we wero fairly at 
sea, At Sharp Peak it was blowing a gale, 
with that heavy sea rolling in from the 
Pacific Ocean so well known on the China 
coast, The captain therefore determined to 
anchor and not venture outside that night. 
The night was passed in anything but com- 
fort. Moaquitoes. of a peouliar! 
disposition and cockroaches ad 
proportions fairly contested for possession of 


the cabin with you; and there arefew things. 
mors calculated to disturb o pesseful man- 
than, on starting up. from spproaching- 


slumber to evade the onslaught of a tiger 
mosquito, to find three or four portly cock~ 
roaches holding a seanos on Four pillow. 
But all things have an end, even the longest 
night; and with the first dawn of day the 
cockroaches retire to their couches, and the 
trosquitoes céase ‘their labour, At 8 AM, 
we weighed anchor and put out to sea; but 
the gale. had increased mera aud direotly 
we lost the shelter of the land theship.rolled 
po heavily-that the ladies and mandarins 
Were at once prostrated..
